VENTILATION, 
pr aneane~RSOEATY 


‘The necessity for good ventilation, is appa- 
rentto every one (says the writer of an article 
‘on “Héalthy, Dwellings" ‘in the Butlding 
World). All know that gas as it. is warmed 
expands, ‘and ‘therefore becomes lighter, and 
that as it cools it contracts and becomes 
heavier. Similarly, the carbonic acid that is 
breathed out from the lungs, being lighter than 
the air, rises to thet ceiling, This can easily 
be tasted ina room by climbing the steps of d 
ladder to the height of the ceiling, or by sitting 
in the galleries o{churches and theatres, whe 
the airis perceptibly more foul and inj 3 
thanon the ground floor, The first question 
in ventilation, theréfore, is how to get rid 
of this carboniceacid yas while it is warm 
and light and close to the ceiling.  Fail- 
*~ jng this: timely removal, the carbonic-acid 
gas cools, becomes ‘heavier, and gradually 
descends to the floor-level, where it lies, just as’ 
it often lies at the bottom. éf oltl wells or old 
vats, as a stratum of poison, which occasionally 
killgthe men who descend into them, The 
vair ofan inhabited room must be continually 
removed and changed. Each person requires 
about 3,000 cubic feet of air to breathe per
